Sr. Nicholas hearing hereof, had great horror at 
this Villany, and threw by Night ſecretly into the Houſe of 
the_ Man , a great quantity of Gold wrapped up in Cloath ;

þur being glad it was come , he with parr thereof richly mar- 
ried his eldeſt Daughter , and kept ſome ro maintain his Fas 
mily. 

St. Nicholas ſeeing what good he did with his Gold , not long 
after threw in another Maſs of Gold , which the Man finding, 
wonder'd at more than he did befote, and reſolved to wa 
ſome Nights, that he might know who it was that had fo aids

Not long after St. Nicholas doubled the Maſs of Gold, and 
threw it into the Houſe of the Man, which he being awake,

Soon after this the Biſhop of Myrre dyed , and feveral other 
Biſhops afſembled to provide a Paſtor for that Church,amongſt 
whom was one Biſhop of great Authoriry , on whom the 
EleQign chiefly depended.

-- be in Faſting and Prayer, and'that Night” he heard a Voice, 
which ſaid to him , That at the Hour of Mattins he ſhould 
take heed ro the Door of; the Church, and;him that ſhould 
firſt come ro the Church, whoſe name ſhould be Nicholas , 
they ſhould Conſecrare-him Biſhop. So at that time he kept 
the Door, and according as the Voice ſaid, at the hour of 
Mattins Nicholas came thither, and the Biſhop asking him his 
Name ?. who ſaid Niche/a:: Then they brought him- to the 
Church, .and plac'd him 1n the Chair, and ſo he became Bi- 

; ſhop of Myrre. 

| And now berng Biſhop, "ith" next place we ſhall 

Shew. you what afterwards there did befal. 

At this time-rhe People of that Country ſerved Idols, eſpe- 
ciajly they worſhiped the Image of Diana, which was placed | 
under a Sacred Tree, St. Nicholas forbad any ſuch kind of | 
\Worſhip, and alſo commanded to cut down the Tree. The | 
Devi hereat was very angry, (can you blame his Cloven-foot- 
ed- Highneſs, for Diana's Priefts did him a great deal of Ser- 
vice) and therefore to be revenged on St. Nicholas , he tranſ- 
forenzed himſelf into the Habit of a Religious Woman, and 
made an Oyl that would burn Stones, and alfo.in the Water ; 
and do miſchief wherc-ever it burned. Then putting himſelf 
in a lictle Boat, he enconnter'd wich Pilgrims that went by Sca * 
to viſit this Holy Saint , telling them he would fain go, but 
might nor; 'and rhereftore defired them to bear that Oyl into nt 
his Church, and for the remembrance of him to anoint the 
"Walls of the Hall, and anon he vaniſhed away. 

He was no ſooner vaniſhed., but: they ſaw a Ship come ſail- 
ing towards them, wherein was-one like to St. Nicholas , who 
asked them, ſaying, Whar did this Woman ſpeak to you, and-4 
what hath fhe brought? And they told: bim all in order, 

Then fzid he ro them, This is the Heatheniſh Goddeſs Diana, 
or rather the Devil whom they worſhipped, and to witneſs that 
tbis is -cruch , caſt che Oyl into the Sea, and when they had 
aft it, a'greac Fire preſently aroſe ia the Sea, which burned 
rery vehemently, and for a long rime.

At that time was a great Famine in the Country where St. 
chilas lived : Nuw it bapned tha feveral Ships laden with 
; Whear,

Wheat arrived in the Haven, and then this Holy Man went 
to them, and prayed the Mariners to ſuccour the People who 
were ready to periſh, and to let him have a hundred Meaſures 
of Wheat out of every Ship. They ſaid unto him, Father, that 
dare we not do, for it is meaſured unto us, and we muſt give account 
thereof in the Gardners of the Emperor at Alexandria, And he 
ſaid unto them, Do as I bid ye, and 1 promiſe ye in the truth of 
God that when ye come to deliver it at Alexandria, it ſball not. 
be leſſened nor diminiſhed. So the Mariners believed it (which is 
More, Reader , then thou ſhalt need to do) and delivered ſo much 
out of every Ship. And when they came to .4lexandria, they

they knew him as preſently, as if they bad been acquaint» 


ed wich him ſeven years, altho they had never ſeen hin 


before. 
So of his Miracles this is another, 
And one of them as true-as is the other. 
Many other Miracles are reported of him that he ſhould do 
an his life-time, which 1 have not room to relate; and f@ 
many after his Death , that ro write them all, would make g 
ſufficient Volume of its ſelf, and ſo ſtrange and wonderful 
were they, as if they had ſtriven with che Authors of Romances 
for the Wherſtone. To draw therefore to a Concluſion, he is 
ſaid to die in the Year of our Lord 343+ and being buried in - 
a Tomb of Marble, there ſprang up ( /ai:h my Author) a Founs 
cain of Oyl from his Head to his Feer, which was very avail» 
able to the Health of fick People. 
Now, after St. Nicho/as was dead , there ſucceeded him in 
his See, a Man of good and holy Life, which by envy was put 
out

out of his Biſhoprick, when (behold a Miracle) the Oyl ceaſed 
for to run, which was a clear Evidence of the wrong they had 
done to the Biſhop, whereupon they reſtored him ro his See 
again, and then the Oyl run as before.

Long after this, the Turks deſtroyed the City of Myrre, and 
then came thither the four Kmights of Bar, and four Monks 
ſhewed to them the Sepulcher of St. Nicholas, and they opened 
it, and found the Bones ſwimming in the Oyl, and they bear 
them away with them to the City of Bar, Anno 1087,
